Coal at Once 


The government is urging every 
one to stock up with coal for the com- 
ing winter. As far as Gleienen ang 
district is concerned Jarge numbers oi 
householdes are complying with the 
request and have stocked up with 
enough coal to see them through the 
winter. For many weeks past huge 
trucks loaded with coal have been seen 
daily arriving in town and distribu. 
it where ordered. Most of it has been 
coming; trom the Indian mine south of 
Cluny, Standard and Rosebud, But 
even with all these deliveries there are 
meny who have not yet stocked up. 
The mines have not be able to gov 
ahead with the coal such is the de- 
mand. !i/he trucks have to line up and 
wait till tj: coal is brought to the 
eurface, 

With wartime industrial produe- 
tion at its peak, and  transportatio: 
facilities at a premium, coal is going 
to ve hard to get this coming winter 
The country is threatened with < 
deficit of several million tens. Rail 
roads which consume 30 percent of the 
Dominion's coal supplies cannot be 
expected to lower their fuel require 
ments except to the extent that they 
employ their own conservation 
methods. Nor can the Government 
hold back deliveries to such import 
ant users as ships which need 4 per 
cent of the supply, and coal mines 
themselves which require 3 percent 
of the supply to produce more coal. 
Then again 138 percent of our coal 
reserves are needed to manufacture 
coke, the basic fuel for steel pro 
duction. Another 30 percent is ear- 
marked for industrial, commercial, 
and other establishments, the majori- 
ty of which will be asked to cooperate 
in reducing fuel consumption. About 
half of the shortage will have to be 
alleviated by householders who are 
asked to save one ton in five. With 
out endangering, their health nox 
causing serious discomfort they 
can conserve many thousands ot 
tons if they winterize their homes 
immediately. The folloiwng sugge:- 
tions will help to keep the home fives 
burning without wastage of heat and 


fuel. Have the house thoroughly 
inspected for heating and insulation 
defects. Clean pipes and_ the 


furnace. See that grates are in perfec; 
order. Insulate the heat’ng system 
whem necessary. Install storm win- 
dows early and make sure that they 
fit snugly. Weatherstrip all doors 
and windows. Replace broken glass 
in windows, putty all loose panes. 
Caulking around doors windows and 
in wall fisures will help save much 
fuel. A great dea] more can b? 
saved by having the home properly 
insulated You should learn also to 
fire your furnace properly. And 
don’t start your fire until the house 
becomes cold not just cool,

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT 


THE FUTURE OF 
ACREAGE 


WHEAT 


As the war draws to a close there 
will be more and more discusion about 
the acreage that Canada should main- 
tain in wheat, compared with the 
acreage similiarly maintained in 
wheat by other . wheat exporting 
countries. It might be well, there- 
fure, to examine the situation in all 
these countries, 

I find that since the year 1939, the 
start of the war, Canada has re- 
duced her wheat acreage by 35 per- 
cent; Australia by 82 percent; the 
United States by 15 percent only, 
and that the Argentine has actually 
increased her wheat acreage by 1 per 
cent. In addition to this the United 
States has asked her wheat growers 
to expand their acreage this year. 

It seems then that Canada has re- 
duced her wheat acreage by a larger 
percentage than any other exporting 
country, and this in spite of the fact 
that the farmers of our prairie de- 
pend more upon wheat as a means ot 
making a living than do the farmers 
of the other countries mentioned 
above, for the farmers in these 
other countries have other important 
products besides wheat, which they 
can readily sell on world markets 
after the war, 

It is hoped, therefore, that when tho 
time comes for expanding wheat 
acreage that the considerable  re- 
duction Canada has made during these 
war years will not ‘be lost sight of,

THE C.W.N.A. CONVENTION 


This article due to my attendance 
there will deal briefly with the 24th 
annual meeting and war Conference 
of the Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association. ‘Digressing this week 
from Ottawa news I think is justifiea 
because what interests weekly news- 
paper publishers interests readers of 
the weekly pepers those folks back 
home so closely rooted to the soil of 
Canada. 

Mixing as we did with visiting peo- 
ple important in teh daily newspaper 
field, industrialists, public relations 
men eyen statesmen and politicians. 
This time more pronounced than ever 
was their sincere tribute paid on all 
sides to the place the weekly press

The Royal York Hotel in Toronto 
was a fitting locale for our warven- 
tion. From a window high up in this 
magnificent edifice one could see the 
beauty of a peaceful Ontario and in 
the same eyeful a glimpse of Can- 
ada’s war effort. Hurrying uniforms 
on the sidewalks below, long trains 
pulling through the railway yard 
loaded solidly with grim looking in- 
struments of retribution tagged for 
the Axis. A stone’s throw away from 
that on Lake Ontario, trim sailboats 
scudding past huge freighters carry- 
ing grain foods, coal, physical arm- 
aments of a nation geared to a ser-

Editors from all over Canada were, 
gathered. Men, who as Walter PF.

Amendments to 
Unemployment Ins 


Notice to Interested Employers and Employees 


T ITS 1943 Session, the Parliament of Canada 
amended the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1940. 

The effect of these amendments is to require that 
additional workers be covered under unemployment 


insurance. 


On and after September let, 1943, employers must 
make contributions in respect of the following employeess 
%* (1) ALL PERSONS engaged in employment hitherto 

insurable, regardless of the amount of earnings, 
who may be paid on an hourly rate, on a daily rate, 
on a weekly rate, or a piece rate (including a mile- 


age rate). 


% (2) ALL EMPLOYEES paid on a monthly or annual 
salary basis, whose salary, including any cost of 
living bonus which may be received, does not 


exceed $2,400 a year. 


All employees, as above described, must pay their 
contributions as required by law. 

The combined contribution for each employee earn- 
ing $26 or more a week will be in Class 7—63c a week. 

To Employers: Obtain unemployment insuran-s 
books from the nearest local office of the Unemployme + 
Insurance Commission as soon as possible, for employees 
above described who will become insurable on September

To Employees: It is in your interest to see that your 
employer makes contributions on your behalf from Sep- 
tember Ist, 1943, if you become insurable through this

THE RAPID DEVELOPMENT in aviation since the beginning of the 
war has awakened the interest of people everywhere in the post-war pos- 
sibilities for the use of the airplane. As the plans for the air routes cf 
the future are discussed it becomes increasingly apparent that Canadians 
have yet another natural asset in the skies above us. Early in the war 
it was found that the shortest air route between this continent and Britain 
was via Canada, and as a result the R.A.F, Ferry Command, now known 
as the R.A.F, Transport Command, established headquarters in the Hast. 
From an unknown point large numbers of airplanes, manufactured in 
Canada and the United States, are flown to Britain with great success, 
A beginning has also been made in transporting airborne freight over this 
route and there is little doubt but that passenger and freight traffic will 


continue to use this skyway after the war,

Canadian Corn Needed 
Situation Is One Of Utmost Urgency 
To Starch Industry

MBEALTH LEAGUE OF CANADA 


FISH 
Meal planning is a necessity to-day. To obtain the required amount 
of efficient protein you should have your portion of rationed meat 4 or 5 
times a week and substitute a food containing efficient protein for the other 


2 or 3 days. Fish is one of the foods you can use interchangeably with 
meat as a source of protein without affecting materially the nutritive value 
of your diet. Salt water fish is valuable in your diet for the iodine content. 
Salmon, halibut, cod, are rich in vitamins A, D and G, 

The locality and season influence the price of fish, so if you are not 
too far from where the fish are caught, you should buy fish every week 
when it is in season. In fresh fish the eyes should be full and bright, the 
gills red, the flesh firm and elastic and there should be no disagreeable 
odour. Fish may be preserved by one of several methods or a combination 
of two or more, e.g., freezing, salting, pickling, smoking and canning. 

You probably have noticed that fish is never tough, this is due to 
the fact that there is no connective tissue, as there is in meat. As a 
result you only cook fish to develop a flavour and change the texture. 
These facts should always be kept in mind when cooking fish, as pro- 
longed cooking dries out the fish and spoils the flavour—10 minutes per 
pound is sufficient. 

You should cook fish several different ways to add a variety to your 
menus. Fillets and small fish may be broiled or pan-broiled in oil or fat 
and basted during the cooking to prevent the fish drying out. Fish could 
be coated with bread crumbs and egg or corn meal and fried in fat at a 
high temperature to prevent the fat soaking into the fish. Larger size 
fish may be stuffed and baked in a moderate oven, basting with melted 
fat, or salt pork or lean bacon placed on top of the fish will add richness 
and flavour. You could wrap fish to be boiled in cheese cloth to facilitate 
handling. 

Lack of colour, flavour and richness in fish can easily be supplied by 
garnishes and sauces, e.g., lemon, cucumbers, parsley, tartar, tomato or 
egg sauce.

Within Present Limits 
The order-in-council which sus- 
pended reduced railway fares for 
week-end and holiday travel has been 
extended to Feb. 15, 1944, it was an- 
nounced by T. C. Lockwood, Control- 
ler of Transport.

Wheat Acreage 


Reduction Of Nearly 4,000,000 Acres 
In Prairie Provinces In 1948 
A reduction of almost 4,000,000 
acres in the area seeded to wheat in 
the three Prairie Provinces in 1943 
is shown in a recent official report. 
The figures are based on returns} 
from the annual June survey and 
show that the wheat area in Western 
Canada in 1943 is 16,729,000 acres 
compared with 20,653,000 acres in 
1942, a decrease of 19 per cent. All 
of the acreage taken out of wheat 
is more than covered by increases in 
acreage seeded to oats, barley and 
flaxseed, the combined increase in 
the acreage of those grains being 
4,907,900 acres and the decrease in 
wheat, 3,924,000 acres, as compared 
with 1942. 
The 1943 wheat acreage is the 
smallest area planted in the Prairie 
Provinces since 1918, the closing year
